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THE CAMERAMAN — HISTORIAN 
One of the hardest things for a reader of his­ 
tory to do is to realize th a t the figures which ap ­ 
pear on the pages before him were once real 
flesh-and-blood people like himself. 
Time and fame hav e a way of freezing men 
into heroic attitudes. The past looks like a series 
of tableaus, a group of heroic paintings in which 
ev erything is arranged just so. It contains no 
blood, no hum an emotions. 
W ashington rem ains eternally rigid, posing in 
the bow of a boat as it crosses the Delaware amid 
the ice; the Declaration of Independence gets 
signed by a collection of well-dressed gentlemen 
who kindly faced the artist and arranged their 
ruffles — and passed into eternity th a t way. It 
is hard to believ e th a t these folk liv ed and mov ed 
about and got hungry and felt tired as ordinary 
people do. 
So history becomes unreal; and a speculativ e 
m an is apt to wonder, now and then, if perhaps 
the mov ing picture cam era won’t introduce a 
welcome change. 
A century from now people who study the do­ 
ings of this generation won’t hav e to depend 
011 
paintings. Our great men won’t be figures from 
a portrait gallery; they will be hum an beings in 
front of a news camera, some of them slightly 
sm itten by stage fright, none of them frozen into 
colorful immobility. Our city crowds, our farm ­ 
ers, our arm ies — they, too, will mov e and laugh 
and be real. 
And th a t will be a trem endous adv antage. 
W hat wouldn’t we giv e, today, for instance, for a 
good newspicture of the Boston tea party, an ac­ 
tion shot showing a wagon train heading west to 
the Ohio Purchase, an inform al picture of the 
Constitutional Conv ention, an exposure or two of 
the Lincoln-Douglas debates or the building of 
the Union Pacific railroad? 
If we had such things we wouldn’t be so apt 
to credit our ancestors w ith impossible v irtues. 
We should realize th a t heroes like W ashington 
and Jackson and W ebster were m ortal men like 
Coolidge and Hoov er and Roosev elt, th a t the 
ragged continentals were probably quite as ir­ 
rev erent and profane as the A. E. F., and that, 
in short, the Americans of the golden age were 
blood brothers to ourselv es.
